President Harrison, while on his way 


to Bencington, Vermont, was welcomed 
at Albany by the Mayor of the city ind 
the Governor of New York. After a few 
words of thanks to the people uncl ex- 
pressions of gratification at the revered 
Constitutional method of Government in 
the State, he is reported as saying: 


"I do not intend to enter upon any 


subject that can excite divisions, but I 
do believe that the General Government 
is solemnly charged with the duty of 
seeing that the monny issued by it is al- 
ways and everywhere maintained at par. 
I believe that I speak tljnt which is the 
common thought of all when I say that 
every dollar, paper or coin, issued or 
stamped by the General Government 
should 
always 
and 
everywhere be 


KS good as any other dollar. 
I 
nm 


sure we would all slum that conditiou of 
things into which many peoples of the 
past have drifted, and of which we have 
had ia one of the great South American 
countries a recent cxample--the distressed 
and hopeless conditiou into which all 
business enterprises fall when a nation 
issues 
irredeemable 
or 
depreciated 


money. Only the necessities of n great 
war can excuse that. I am one of those 
that believe that these men from youi 
shops, these farmers removed from money 
centers, have the largest interest of all 
the people in the world in having a dol- 
lar that is worth 100 cents every day in 
the year, and only such. If by any 
chance we should fall into a condition 
where one dollar is not us good as another 
I venture the assertion that the poorer dol- 
lar will do its first errand in paying 
some poor laborer for his work. There- 
fore, in the conduct of our puhlic affairs, 
I feel pledged for one that all the influ- 
ences of the Government should be on 
the side of giving people only good 
money and just as much of that kind a.-t 
we can get." 


As there is no attempt being made by 


any party to depreciate the currency, 
this talk of the President, if it has any 
meaning or significance, is intended to 
depreciate the efforts of the silver men to 
restore free coinage. Sorely the restora- 
tion of silver to the place it occupied be- 
fore the great fraud of 1873 was perpe 
trated by au unsuspicious Congress or an 
unsuspecting public, will not make the 
silver dollar loss valuable than it is now 
The advocates of free coinage do not 
want less silver put in i dollar than there 
is now. Neither do they waut the Gov- 
ernment to buy silver, as the Sherman 
Act of July 1890, signed by President 
Harrison, requires it to do. At present 
there are 371^ grains of pure silver 
in a standard dollar. Free coinage woulc 
not reduce the number of grains or make 
the dollar lesa valuable, consequently 
neither the President nor his goldite sat- 
ellites can object to it on that account. 


At present the Government buys 480 


grains of pure silver, for 96% or 90 cents 
It stamps 37114 grains of that silver at 
the Mint and makes it a dollar, deriving 
a profit of 108% grains of fine silvei 
from the transaction. Free coinage wil 
put no fewer grains of silver in the dol 
lar but the 108% grains which now go 
into the Treasury would then go into the 
pockets of the silver miner. 
As silver 


mining is peculiarly an American indus 
try, and the President pretends to favor 
such industries, he should have no oh 
jeclions to that. 


The mints, like this mails, were insti- 


tuted for the accummodation of the peo 
pie, not as a source of profit for the Gov- 
ernment, and they should be open to 
everybody for the coinage of silver as 
well as gold, as it certainly cannot do 
predate the value of a silver dollar any 
more than it docs the gold dollar to hav 
them so.

A Heavy Failure.

CHICAGO. August 20.—The American 


Wheel Company, with works in Indiana, 
Ohio, Michigan and other States, hag failed; 
liabilities, $1,800,000; assets, $4,100,000. 
Judge Blodgett, of the United States Court, 
appointed N. O. Butler receiver. 


The company was unable to issue any 


part of its unused capital stock on which it 
had depended for funds. 
Its credit be- 


came impaired uud it wan unable to pay 
the targe obligation* tailing due from day to 
day. The bill set forth that the manu- 
facturers of vehicles throughout the coun- 
try are largely dependent on it for wheels, 
as it supplies seven-eighths of the entire 
demand of the country. A receiver was 
asked (or in order that the plants might be 
kept in operation and prevent forced sales 
at a saoriaoe, to the detriment of many 
creditors and injury of employes. None of 
the officers of the wheel company could be 
seen this evening, but the company's at- 
torney, Jacob Newman, said that now that 
a receiver had been appointed for the whole 
oonoein, ha was Bare the embarrassment 
would last two or three months when busi 
aeai wo old be resumed. 


The company is said to be the largest 


manufacturers of wheels for vehicles in the 
world. The stringency of tbe money mar 
ket and inability to secure an extension of 
obligations canted the collapse. All the 
shops and plants of the company in the six 
different States are temporarily closed, and 
2,500 employes were made idle. Those 
most heavily interested and who caused the 
appointment of a receiver of the company 
assert that the company will be able to 
liquidate its indebtedness and pay stock- 
holders dollar for dollar on their invest- 
ment. The application for a receiver was 
made quietly late Wednesday afternoon 
and the bill was suppressed until late this 
afternoon in order that the receiver migb 
secure fall possession and forestall attach 
ing creditors. This being done in order to 
give oil interested parties an equitable 
share in the proceeds. The company's 
principal works are in Indiana, Ohio and 
Michigan, but it baa plants in New York 
Pennsylvania and Massachusetts. It is an 
Illinois corporation, but has little property 
in this State. The principal stockholders 
are in Indiana. 


Receiver Butler was appointed by Judge 


Woods, of the United Stales District Court 
for north Indiana, and by United States 
District Judge Blodgelt, in thin oily. Th 
Judges in the other States earned, also 
appointed Butler. The bill asking for a 
receiver states that the assets consists o 
its manufacturing plants, machinery, pro 
ducts, etc., divided >» follows: Indiana 
$1,500,000; Ohio, $1,000,000; MiobigoD 
$440.000; Pennsylvania, $220,000; New 
York, $85,0000; Massachusetts, $50,000 
Illinois, $10,000; other assets and cash on 
band, $800,000. Tbe liabilities are mad< 
up of hills of exchange, promissory'notes 
indebtedness for labor, etc. The corpora 
liou was organized in December, 1889, and 
business at once began on a large scale, 
Plants were established at Indianapolis 
Ft. Wayne, Terre Haute and St. Marys 
Indiana; Miamiasbnrg, Sydney, Gallon 
Sandasky and Ottowa, Ohio; Jackson ant 
Kalamazoo, 
Michigan; West

Pennsylvania, and Syracuse and Shorts 
ville, New York. 


The plants at all these places are in op 


eration, except at Weatohester. 
A larg< 


amount of property is also owned in Hunt 
iogton, Mount Vernon, Osgood, Titosville 
Auburn and Salmony, Indiana, Lansing 
Michigan, and Van W«rt and Scott, Ohio 
The company found itself nnder enormous 
expense, when it had established all its 
branches, and was compelled to incur a 
large indebtedness, pledging its credit by 
promissory notes, etc. Business bad been 
carried on at a profit until the last six 
montbn, since when it has been extremely 
dull, and to make matters worse, a finan- 
cial stringency caused'the creditors to re- 
fuse accommodation.

Ammonia a. a Motive Power. 
. 


A most successful test has bean made 


of the use of ammonia as a motive power 
o displace steam. The test was the first 
hat has ever been made on a marine en- 
gine, and the trial was most satisfactory. 
Vn ammonia engine plant has been fitted 
ont on the tug E. W. Hartley, which 
made a trip up and down the river, sub- 
^ecting the new scheme' to a practical 
;est. Ita workings are novel and inter- 
esting, not only to the mechanical and 
scientific circles, but also to the laymen 
of the industrial world. 


An ordinary engine can be converted 


into an ammonia engine simply by the 
addition of a "generator," which is much 
[ike u boiler. Steam is used simply for 
tho purposes of heating the nqiia am- 
monia in tho generator. The heated am- 
inoniiv expels a gas, leaving a weak solu- 
tion of ammonia in the bottom of this 
boilorlike affair. When, by raising the 
temperature of the ammonia, sufficient 
power is generated, the throttle valve is 
opened and the gas passes into the cylin- 
der of the engine and propels the piston 
rod in overy way the same as steam. 


It is here exhausted the same as steam, 


but at this point the gas is cooled and 
conducted back to the generator. Be- 
fore it reaches the latter vessel ifc is car- 
ried by a "spray coil" to a point where 
the gas comes in contact with the am- 
monia solution which has been rejected 
from the generator, and here the solu- 
tion is recharged by absorption and by 
the natural affinity existing between 
water and ammonia. 


By this means the same body of am- 


monia ia xised constantly, exhausting 
itself only to be recharged with new life 
and to be returned to tho generator. The 
same is true of the water used. The 
steuin in the generator imparts its heat 
to the ammonia and is thereby condensed 
and carried back to the boiler to be used 
again. In the ammonia engine there is 
absolutely no waste.—Philadelphia Rec- 
ord. 


treatment of Face Moles. 


A hairy mole which is still growing 


should be removed at once, even at the 
risk of some injury to the skin. It ii 
now probably no more than a plexus ol 
capillary vessels, with only a small sup- 
ply of connective tissue. There is also a 
likelihood that it has not yet involved 
the skin. If this be its condition, the 
skin over the tumor may be reflected in 
flaps, and the tumor itself strangulated 
with ligature in one of the usual ways. 
The flaps should then be replaced, and 
the result will be a minimum of cieatrix 
and deformity. 


But if the nsevus be allowed to grow, 


it will become a large, highly vascular, 
erectile tumor, probably invading and 
involving the skin, liable to profuse 
hemorrhage if injured; yet still quite 
amenable to treatment, though of a less 
simple kind. The modes of treating 
nsevi are numerous, and are continually 
increasing,—Herald of Health

Many strange things have been told 


concerning the secrets of the grave. 
Within the past few months discoveries

When 
the cover was removed there lay the 
body perfectly intact. 
The features 


were readily recognized by relatives, 
and the clothing looked perfectly fresh. 
Even a ribbon of delicate tint about the 
neck was as bright and fresh as when it 
had been first put on. 


The face was not in the least discol- 


ored, and the body -was full and round. 
In fact, the corpse looked as though it 
might havo been buried only a few 
hours.—Quincy (111.) Herald. 


In it Miser's Hut, 


A dispatch from Columbia, S. C.,says: 


"Uncle Billy Bost, an eccentric char- 
acter of Cabarrus county, N. C., is dead. 
He was a bachelor, about eighty years 
old. 
His only companions were two 


dogs and an old negro. His real estate 
consisted of 1,800 acres of land, which he 
left to his nephews. He had a safe 
which was thought to hold thousands of 
dollars, but when it was opened the only 
money found was n nickel. However, in 
bureau drawers, in old cupboards, in 
pitchers and jars, in old clothes closets, 
in old stockings and in cracks in his 
miserable house was found $10,000 in 
gold, besides ft large quantity of gold 
dust and bullion and a few hundred dol- 
lars in greenbacks.

He made his will 


only three weeks ago, and there is much

north of town. The little fellow was in 
the habit of driving the cows to pasture 
every morning, and one morning after 
he had eaten his breakfast he started off 
with his cows as usual. About an hour 
later a member of the family went in 
search of him, and was horrified to see 
a cow dragging tho almost lifeless body 
over the field. The boy had tied the 
cow's tail around his neck, and the cow, 
a gentle one, had become frightened and 
ran off, dragging the little fellow with 
her. The little fellow was released only 
by cutting the cow's tail, and was barely 
alive. —Louisville Courier-Journal.
